DAM WORK HINGES 
DOES ABOUT MONEY 


Appropriation of Funds Would 
Result in Completion 
Of Plans 








As far as is known here, the 
appropriation of money by Con- 
gress will determine how soon con- 
struction will be started on the 
flood control dam across San An- 
tonio canyon wash. 

Owners of the property direct- 
ly affected by construction of the 
dam have been lead to believe that 
actual construction will be start- 
ed during 1941. Several Upland 
residents are reported to be keep- 
ing in close touch with the office 
of Major E. C. Kelton, head of the 
U. S. army engineers in this dis- 
trict. 

If sufficient money is alloted by 
Congress it is likely that prelim- 
inary work can be completed and 
final plans drafted for the act- 
ual work. Without any appropria- 
tion, however, it is understood 
that the progress in the prelimin- 
ary work will be delayed. 

In recently listing the likely 
schedule of developments in the 
{dam progress, Major Kelton pre- 
dicted that the dam would be un- 
der construction by the summer of 
1941, In the meantime, he point- 
ed out, the preliminary work 
would be completed. 

How much property will be tak- 
en in the dam construction is un- 
known.

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The City Clerk and His Duties 


Voters have an opportunity at next Tuesday’s election 
to choose the new city clerk from among three good candi- 
dates. Selection of any one of them would result, wé be- 
lieve, in the city obtaining the services of a capable, .sincere 
public servant, 

Duties of the city clerk are defined by state law. While 
the city clerk’s work does not come under the jurisdiction of 
the city council, the councilmen very wisely recently listed 
‘‘what might be expected of the official’’ at the part-time 
salary of $75 a month, 


It should be emphasized, h 


owever, that the city clerk is 


the accounting officer and it is up to him to see that all the 
financial records, all municipal funds and all reports are 
handled in aceordance with the law. 


The clerk's duties as listed 
1. Attend all city council 


by the city council follow: 
meetings and record proceed- 


ings. 
"2. Make cut warrants for demands that have been aud- 
ited by the city council. 

3. Keep a warrant record. 

4. Receive monthly statements from all departments 
that collect money, and keep a record of all cash receipts 
and disbursements and post to general and subsidiary ledg- 
ers, take trial balances and close books monthly. 

5. Prepare a summary statement of receipts and dis- 
bursements and funds at the end of each year, including 
opening and closing fund balances in the treasury. Present 
this to the council and publish in The Upland News. 

6. Keep a record book of all ordinances and another 
of all resolutions and index the same. 

7. Issue licenses as prescribed by ordinance. 

It is generally expected the city clerk will maintain regu- 
lar office hours. We are confident any one of the three men 
will sincerely do his utmost in serving the public.

the scope of an article of this na- 
ture. 

The. work or “business” (a 
symonym for work) of a police 
court is limitéd chiefly to cases 
where law imposes fines, jail sen- 
tences or both, as punishment. 
One way therefore of determining 
the volume of work, or business, 
done by a police court is to state 
the total amount of money receiv- 
ed from fines. The total amount 
of money would also indicate the 
responsibility placed upon the in- 
dividual appointed to handle it. 

But if “business of the court 
measured in dollars and cents” has 
unpleasant implications and con- 
notations to Miss Lee, I must say 
ghe is not alone in her views; I 
have heretofore expressed myself 
in this regard. 

The imposing of heavy fines for 
traffic violations is only a means 
to an end and not an end in it- 
self. But it is generally known 
that it is the practice of many 
municipalities to make the chief 
test of the efficiency of a police 
department and police judge the 
amount of revenue that can be 
collected from fines. This is a 
subversion of justice, defeating its 
purpose and creating a disrespect 
for the law. 

And where this test is applied 
and the chief aim is to increase

Since the city council is re- 
sponsible for appointments made, 
it must be free to exercise its 
judgment in carrying out the au- 
thority delegated to it by the 
people. Until the people, by law, 
take away from the city council 
this power, it must necessarily re- 
| main with it, and to this extent it 
will “control” its appointees. 

The two offices of police judge 
| and justice of the peace are two 
separate and distinct offices; ac- 
jcurately speaking they cannot be 
“consolidated”; one is a city office 
and the other a county office, the 





}ed by appointment and the other 
by an election by the people. 

Because the people elect a jus- 
tice of the peace it does not fol- 
low that they, in so doing, have 
expressed their will that the per- 
son so elected shall also be the 
police judge. When the people 
elect the justice of the peace, the 
issue as to who shall be the police 
judge is not before them; nor can 
it be under the law, for that issue 
is determined by the representa- 
tives of the people, the city coun- 
cil. But many persons who vote 
for the justice of the peace have 
no voice in the affairs of the city, 
for they may live in the township 
but not within the city limits. To 
say that because the people have 
{elected the justice of the peace 
they have expressed their will that 
the same person should be the po- 
lice judge is not dissimilar in reas- 
oning than to say that because the 
people have elected the city clerk, 
they have expressed their will 
that the same person be appoint- 
ed as chief of police, etc. 

So long as we have a repre- 
sentative form of government, 
and we delegate our authority to 
our representatives, we loose our 
power to the extent that we have
